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RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
IN THE SCHOOLS

In the first place— Why “religion?” 
Religion is the greatest force for good 
the world has ever known. Religion 
will sustain and protect when all else 
fails. It is an integral part of human 
nature and is necessary for human 
happiness. ‘There are forces at work 
today endeavouring to undermine be- 
lief in God and establish Paganism. 
We see the results of such teaching in 
the persecution of Christian Churches 
and in the wholesale massacre of Jews 
That these forces will try to spread 
their refarious work is certain, and we 
must take steps to arm ourselves and 
our children in readiness for the 
assault when it comes. Since Christ- 
ians are divided into many sets it is 
necessary to emphasize the one basic 
“rock” on which we all stand— belief 
in God. ‘This is the “rock” referred to 
by Winston Churchill in his address to 
the world. It is the same “rock” of 
which William Stuart Gladstone wrote 
in his book ‘The Inpregnable Rock of 
Holy Scripture.” It is necessary for 
the salvation, not only of individuals, 
but of nations. 

Why “Education?” 

“Education” means to “draw out the 
powers of the human mind.” We very 
carefully make provision for our child- 
ren to be taught the rules of arithmetic 
grammar, geometry and so on; we give 
him health rules for his body’s good; 
we give him physical training in order 
to develop his muscles; but do we see 
to it that he is provided with material 
for the growth of his soul? 

Secular education is no longer left to 
chance, why should spiritual education 
be so left? 

We have heard a great deal of criti- 
cism of the great public schools 
(which are really private schools) in 
which the sons and daughters of the 
privileged classes are educated. Those 
who govern these schools see to it that 
religious instruction is the mainspring 
and although the “school-tie’ may be 
relegated to limbo. the ancient faiths 
will be preserved. 

The period of adolescense is one of 
pit-falls and temptations. During this 
period of transition, from childhood, 
with its trusting faith, to adulthood. 
with its doubts and fears, religious 
training will provide a set of rules for 
future well-being. Did you ever come 
across a better guide to a clear con- 
science than the ten commandments? 
Yet have we taught them to our child- 
ren? I don’t believe that our young 
people are going to the dogs any more 
than we. their parents but the opporti- 
nities for so doing are much greater. 
I also believe that when they do take 
the wrong steps oftentimes we, the 
adults, responsible for their religious 
education (or lack if it) are to blame. 

Education today is aimed at teach- 
ing the child to adjust himself to

FARM PRODUCTS FIGHT FOR 
VICTORY IN FACTORIES AND 
ARMED SERVICES 
——— 

How many loaves of bread are there 
in a cargo ship? How much beef in a 
bomber? And how much milk in a 
gun? The answer to these paradoxical 
questions is: “Plenty.” More is 
needed than machines and materials 
to make the tools of war. More im. 
portant still is the sweat and toil of 
the men who produce them. And of 
vital importance too is the food that 
builds the energy they require to turn 


out the ship, the plane, the tank and, 


the gun. 

The farmers of Canada, therefore, 
are taking a direct part in the Domin- 
ion’s monentous war production drive. 
In addition to producing foodstuffs for 
enbattled Britain and Russia, they 
have more than 1,000,000 hungry war 
workers, and half a million men in 
unitorm to feed — a tremendous res- 
ponsibility. 

The Department of Munitions and 
Supply which buys food for the troops 
at the rate of $60,000,000 a_year, also 
caters to the appetite of some 250,000 
war workers. The majority of large 
government-owned or government-op- 
erated war plants which have mush- 
roomed throughout the land since the 
outbreak of war maintain cafeterias 
for their employees. At the huge 
Dominion Arsenal, more than 5,000 
workers are provided with a _whole- 
some midshift meal for which they 
pay only 15c. More than 100 other 
big plants serve hot meals at prices 
ranging from 15 to 30 cents. Typical 
meal includes soup, meat, two veget- 
ables, dessert, butter and rolls. 


The demand of the armed forces in 
Canada for foodstuffs is also great. 


The purchasing branch of the Muni- 
tions and Supply Department, in 1942, 
bought 80,000 tons of vegetables, 50,000 
tons of meat, 33,000 tons of bread, 
7,000 tons of butter, 8,500,000 dozen 
eggs, 2,000 tons of coffee and tea, and 
9,000 tons of evaporated milk. 


Sawfly Control

Sawfly Trap— 


The most successful type of trap is 
a strip of wheat seeded on summer- 
fallow ten days to two weeks in ad- 
vance of seeding the crop. A bare 
fallow strip should be left between the 
trap and the crop. The width of the 
trap should be governed by the sever- 
ty of the infestation, but the minimum 
width for lighter infestations should 
not be less than ten feet. The bare 
fallow strip should be approximately 
the same width as the trap. 


In carrying out this practice a nar- 
row strip of crop is provided in which 
the sawflies lay a large number of 
eges. After egg laying is completed 
this strip must be either cut for hay 
or cultivated so as to complete the 
destriction of these sawflies caught in 
the trap.

IN THE SCHOOLS

| tion, whether humanitarian, technical 


or scientific, much time and money 
has been spent. 

There is another element which 
should never be banished from our sys 
tem of education. Here we have free- 
dom of thought as well as freedom of 
conscience. Here we have been 
pioneers of religious to eration. 


But side by side wih all ths has 
been the fact that religion has been 
the rock in the life and character of 


the British people upon which they 
have built their hopes and cast their 
cares, 

This fundamental element must nev- 
er be taken from our schools an! I re- 
joice to learn of enormous progress 
that is being made among all religious 
bodies in freeing themse.ves from sec- 
tarian jealousies and feuds while pre- 
serving fervently the  .enets of their 
own faith.” 

Why “In the Schools?” 

Many people will argue that the 
place for religious education is in the 
home, Sunday School or Church. That 
is granted. Why then should there be 
any further discussion? 

In these days of changing thought 
many parents are in difficulties of one 
kind or another as tothe retigious 
teaching of their children. Then 
there are those whose beliefs ha:e 
been so shaken that they have even 
wondered whether it is a good thing to 
teach religion to children at all. Some 
people feel themselves unwor-hy or 
giving instruction themselves at the 
same time realizing that some sort cf 
religious belief is necessary. ‘There 
are those who are not capable of teach- 
ing, and finally and most culpable of 
all these are those who are entirely in- 
different. 

In the meantime what happens tot: e 
children. Some are sent to Sunday 
School, many more stay away. Man 
homes are so far from Sunday cho] 
and Church that chi.dren cannot at- 
tend them, and this situation will no* 
improve underground conditions. 

Recently it was found thai in the 
City of Lethbridge 50% of the homes 
provided no means of religious instruc- 
tion for their children. As part of its 
program of National Lefense, religious 
education, as well as the Flag Sa.uc> 
is now being given in the Leth Uridse 
Schools, 

Those parents who are trying to in 
culcate the principles of rei go. 2s 
part of the training of their children, 
would find their wrk streng.h ied 
by the inclusion of Bible reading in 
the school curriculum. They ha e tco 
often been non-plussed by the remarks 
of their teen-age of spring, who “u» 
them, “early Victorian”, ‘old fashion- 
ed” and so on. The objectives of those 
who fear that teachers may seek to iia- 
pose their personal rel gious belief- on 
their charges, could be offset by re- 
quiring that the passages of scrij ture 
be read without comment. 

Again objectives may be raised as to 
the value of such readings. From p=-r- 
sonal experience may I say that such 
instruction has been invaluable. 

As an example of the great literature 
the Bible has no equal and its purity 
and simplicity of language cann<t but 
improve the vocabulary of any student. 

Finally let us show by our own 
actions, that religion does not mein 
that all the joy is to be taken oui of 
life. A deep religious experience 
brings with it such inward peace and 
happiness that we should take every 
opportunity of setting our children on 
the road to discovering it for them- 
selves. Many of our churches are 
half empty on Sundays. Let us re- 
member that they have kept alive the 
Christian faith for 2000 years, through 
persecution and neglect and let us 
through our schools try to bring back 
the House of God to its proper place 
in the heart of the Nation.
